“In the United States,” he says, 
“they (the radical leaders) are furthering strikes 
which they declare have no purpose other than to 
make the hyrden of life under a democratic form 
of government impossible.”’ 


It is easy to follow in the ‘American labor move- 
inent today the two currents, one keeping its feet 
planted on trade union principles, using the strike 
for concrete purposes to obtain wage increases or 
better conditions of work, respecting bargains as 
the essential of the system of collective bargaining, 
aking a titizen’s part in community life, ready to 
defend our democratic institutions, believing in 
progress through evolution: the other ‘party for-. 
ever agitating for the sake of agitation, or rather, 
as Radek says, ‘“‘to make the burden of life under 
a democratic government impossible.” 


That, in fact, is the object of the radical tactics 
,in this country as eisewhere, to make life -intoler- 
able, to prevent our institutions from working, to 
keep labor and capital at each other's throat, to 
paralyze production and transportation, to bring | 
ehaos in order that the radicals may build out of 
the ruins of present society the utopia which their 
egotism assures them they will be able to create. 
Sympathetic strikes, outlaw strikes, sabotage, the 
oreaking of contracts, and, if expedient, the break- 
ing of laws, are the fighting tactics intended to de- 
trade uniorfism, private industry and demo- 

wratic institutions by making life as it is now 
organized intolerable. 

This is not .a fight between employer and em- 
ployé, or even between labor and capital. It is 
a fight between those who believe in democratic 
society with its foundations of individual liberty, 
private property, private initiative and progress 
through evolution, and those who in Russia have 
set up an extremme form of collective despotism 
which has wiped out individual liberty, destroyed 
property, reduced the productive functions of the 
people to a minimum by penalizing private initia- 
tive, and wasted lives as ruthlessly as the worst of 
the tyrants whom democracy overthrew. 

The radicals in America deny these tacts and 
try to cover their tactics with a gauze of altruism. 
What they are after, according to themselves, is a 
better society. What they are after, though most 
of them will not see it, is what Russia is getting. 

If the American wage earner wafits what the 
Russians are getting under Russian communism, 
they may consistently follow the lead 6f-°the éom- 
munist-bolshevist radicals in ‘America. But if they 
are not re to march into that morass they will 
fight radicalism in the labor fiovement until it is 
out root and branch. 

What is neéded is knowledge of the facts. The 
American wage earfier, with the highest pay, the 
best conditions, the best prospects of prosperity 
and progress of any wage earner in the world, may 
be fool enough to throw these all away in exchange 
for dreams which have been realized in the slaugh- 
ter and devastation of triumphant Red radicalism 
in Russia. We do not think he is, but it is time 
for him to make up his mind. Radical tactics in 
this country are costing the nation, including the 
Wage earning class, a heavy and growing price.

For these and many other reasong the 
special provision has been made whereby 
nearly all €x-Service men may cafry this 
valuable insurance. Those who have 
been discharged only Jhree months may

‘Others may reinstate their insurance 
within eighteen mgnths after discharge 
or before July i, whitherér is the later 
date. Such reinstatement, however, must 
be accompanied by a statemént that the 
applicant is jn as good health as at the 
tire of discharge or at the expiration of 
the grace perfod, whichéVer is thé later 


‘date; two months’ premium must be paid 


for the reinstatement. 

The premiums may be on the amount 
which is to be reinstated if the insured 
wishes to feduce the amount of the pol- 
icy. However, after insurance is redneed 
it Gan never be incréased.

Yearly statistics are always interesting—so long as they appear only an- 
gually! The statistics about book publications for the Literary Digest for 1919 
have just been completed. There were published altogether 8,594 books last 
year, the smallest number since 1906, and 643 less than the total number for 
1918. Six classes of books show a gain over 1918—sociology and economics of 
125, fiction 116, applied science, engineering, which were formerly called useful 
arts, 88; general literature, essays, 86, and medicine and hygiene two. Religion 
and theology records exactly the same number as in 1918. The principal losses 
ge among books on military and naval science, 237, Poetry and drama lost 
1%. History, which in 1918 held first place, records a loss of 110. Biography 
nad a loss of 82, agriculture 78, education 73, and juvenile books 69.

J was talking to Bradley in the 
municipal office when Wilton walked 
in, saying: 

“See here, Bradley, you and I are 
the only two sensible men in Derry. 
I am called away and can’t attend the 
dommittee meeting. You know what 
I want. Carry on and make them see 
reason.” 

Bradley told me is trouble orig- 
inated in the failure to discipline U1- 
eter volunteers during the world war. 

“When first organized,” he said, 
“Ulster volunteers were controlled by 
good, responsible citizens who believed 
they were right and wanted order. 


Bad Element Controls. 

“Those leaders went to wur and 
eontrol fell into the hands of a bad 
element. It takes a shock like this 
to bring back responsible men to power, 
but now I hope they are coming back 
and we can deal with them. We know 
and respect each other. It is also, I 
fear, partly our fault. When we cap- 
tured the corportaion at the municipal 
election I, as spokesman of the Sinn 
Feiners, advocated a policy of no irri- 
tation and respect in every way for the 
feelings of the minority. That seems 
to have been regarded by the hooligan 
orange element as a sign of weakness, 
and I think this outbreak was intend- 
ed as a test. 

“We tried to avoid a conflict until: 
we were forced to defend ourselves. 
Had ‘we wished we could have 
swamped Derry with disciplined men 
from country districts, but we deferred 
and atill prefer conciliation. 

-“Tt is our settled policy to avoid 
anything like religious or sectarian 
strife. With this policy in view we 
have protected Protestants and their 
property in Catholic districts. 
Ulsterites Are Blamed. 

“Gniping was begun by Ulsterites 
who were out of controi of their lead- 
ers, and our snipers have only been 
counter sniping against these men. I 
am sure all indescriminate shooting 
has been done by the other side, and I 


am sure their responsible leaders 


Plore it as much as I do.”

. Your Gas Motor 
Valve Systems Demand 


Expert Attention 
Now and Then 


BY HIGH SPEED. 


E automobile engine is much 


like a human being in one par- 
ticular, its functional well being 


is largely dependent on a respira- 


tory system. By this expression we 


mean that part of its mechanism that 
has to do with breathing in of the fuel 
vapor and the expelling of the burned 
gases after combustion has taken place. 
The respiratory function of the engine 
is controlled by the valves. .If the 
valves which permit the fuel to enter 
the combustion chamber do not per- 
form their work properly, much of the 
power of the motor will obviously be 
lost. Again, it is Just as important to 
get the burned gases out of the way 
after combustion, for their continued 
presence in the combustion chamber 
will contaminate the fresh fuel. Grant- 
ing then the importance of the valve 
system, a brief study of the unit, its 
common failings and how to remedy 
them may be interesting and helpful. 
To begin with, there ave five definite 
types of valve gears. The most popu- 
lar type consists of a single cam shaft, 
operating push rods, which directly 
control the valves... This is the type 
that is used on L-head engines, by far 
the commoriest type of power plant. 
The next type is the valve in head, 
which means that the valves are ‘lo- 
cated in the heads of the cylinders, the 
operation being achieved by means of 
vertical rods and rocker arms. These 
rocker arms are merely pivoted levers, 
operated from vertical rods, which ex- 
tend up from a push rod, driven by an 
ordinary cam shaft. The next valve 
type is known as the T head, which 
operates on the same principle as the 
L head, but has two cam shafts, one 
for intake and the other for exhaust 
Valves. The fourth type also has 
valves in the heads of the cylinders, 
but the cam shaft is placed on top of 
the cylinders instead of being in the 
crank case. The final type is the sleeve 
valve, which are simply ports in slid- 


centric shafts corresponding to the 
eam shaft of ordinary practice. 

Most car owners understand some- 
thing of the way in which valves are 
operated, but we shall describe the 
operation briefly.

When it reaches its limit of upward 
movement it sinks down again and 
the spring closes the valve. Obviously 
the position and size of the cams and 
other parts of the valve gearing must 
be accurately determined to keep the 
valve open for just the proper length 
of time. Also the valves mijst open 
at exactly the right instant in relation 
to the position of the piston. 

The modern tendency in engine de- 
sign is to keep the entire valve mechan- 
ism exposed to a perpetual spray of oil. 
In some designs pipes are provided, but 
in others the valve system is located 
inside the crank case, where it gets 
splash lubrication from the connecting 
rods. Asa result of this tendency the 
wear and consequent noisy operation 
of the valve system, which used to be 
almost universal, has been largely 
eliminated. Nevertheless, the average 
car owner does not give his valve sys- 
tem the care, or rather watching, that 
it needs, and small things often develop 
into big failures. 

or instance, it is not uncommon to 


find an excessive leakage of oil down| 


the sides of the valves. This is caused 
by wear of the valve stem or stem 
guide, usually brought about by insuf- 
ficient lubrication. Something may 


have prevented oil from getting to the 
mechanism, and the result has been ex- 
cessive and rapid wear. Or the condi- 
tion may be caused by the fact that 
the valve is pushed sideways whenever 
it is raised because of a bent stem, 
a worn tappet or stem bottom. It fre- 
quently happens that the stem will 
be struck at one point only, inducing 
excessive side thrust, wearing the valve 
stem guide. When the guides have 
been worr in this way it is possible to 
ream them out apd fit valves with 
oversize stems. 
One of the commonest of the valve 
failures is worn cams. The worn cam
